San F rancisco, May 7th — Fifty or m ore rep­ 
resentative m en of California m et to-day at the 
State Board of Trade headouarters, the occasion 
being the regular m eeting of the Executive 
Com m ittee 01 the State Board. P resident A. T. 
H atch presided. Senator Stew art of Nevada, 
Senator Stanford, ex-Governor Perkins, L. Sloss 
W. W. M ontague, J. D. Carr, W. H. Mills, Chas. 
Goodall, A. N. Towue, H. W. Byiugton of Santa 
Rosa, I. G. \\ ickersham of Petalum a, Congress­ 
m an W. W. Morrow, General Bovee, M. M. Estee 
George H. Sanderson, N. Cadw alader of San 
Jose and P. \S. B utler of Penryn were am ong 
those present. 
A discussion of the reclam ation of th e arid 
lands ol th e W estern United states was am ong 
the assigned topics for the m eeting. 
Senator otanford. w hen called upon, said he 
had com e to hear and learn, rather th an m ake 
auy speech 
The im pcrtauce of this arid land 
project cannot be over-estim ated. It is one of 
the greatest im portance to the coast. The re­ 
gion, it is known, extends from Mexico to B rit­ 
ish Columbia, w ith a w idth of fully 1,200 miles. 
The exact needs of a district m ay lie ascertained 
to a large extent by a system atic noting of tain- 
gauges in the m ountains and in the valleys, and 
com paring the two. 
W henever the m atter 
should com e before Congress in auy form it will 
receive his earnest aid. 
W hen in San Diego 
lately the great possibilities of the arid region 
were illustrated by the D ew reservoir, covering 
720 acres, w ith an average depth of thirtv feet 
and costing 8220,000. Senator Stew art and the 
speaker both knew of possibilities for storage 
reservoirs in Nevada, one, especially, near H um ­ 
boldt. 
In response to Mr. Mills, respecting possible 
changes in land systems, resulting from the car­ 
rying out of the arid land reclam ation work 
Senator Stanford said th at the lands referred to 
now are useless for settlem ent by poor m en 
un til capital 
comes in and irrigates them 
and m akes them to they can be utilized lor 
agriculture and furnish homes for m illions of 
people. The work is a great one. The arid 
regions ol the country non am ount to nearly as 
m uch as all east of Chicago. The work is 
w orth th e expenditure of m illions of money. 
People East now do not generally understand 
th at all this laud is valueless w ithout water. 


SENATOR STEWART’ S VIEWS. 
Senator Stew art, in speaking of the subject 
said iu his judgm ent little should be said now ol 
the m oney to be required in reclaim ing the arid 
lauds, L iiat will all be m ade known iu tim e 
w hen people East can see the value of th e work 
to be done. The surveys should be carried out 
first. Some 84,100,000 w ill be m ade use of in 
m aking surveys. The appropriation of 8250 000 
w ill be used only a t initial points, w here some 
topographical surveys have already been m ade 
Object lessons, show ing the effect of im m igra­ 
tion, will be m ade of these points. People East 
know little of the value of irrigation. They do 
not know th at fully tw o-thirds of the agricult­ 
ure of the world is carried on by m eans of Irri­ 
gation. The reclam ation of the arid lands is 
really m uch less work th an th e cultivation of 
tim ber lands. I f this country h ad been settled 
from the West instead of from the East all these 
arid lands of the \\ est would have been settled 
long before this time. 
It was said th a t tnere are plans lor th e dispo 
sition of these arid lands w hen reclaim ed 
Some system of colonies will have to be ar­ 
ranged. This w ill in tim e be the only laud to bo 
secured. Colonies m ay be organized in East­ 
ern cities ior the settlem ent of these districts 
Irrigated regions, well cultivated, w ill support 
and require a larger population than um rri- 
gated districts. 
Some day all these lands will 
be m ade use of. California, in the Senator’s 
judgm ent, is capable of supporting iully 40,000 - 
000 people. Some day all California’s vallevs 
aud m any of the hills will be thoroughly culti­ 
vated. There m ust be adjustm ent and regula­ 
tion of irrigation laws, iu Colorado m uch lias 
lately been done iu this regard. 
The irrigation 
decision regarding the appropriation of river 
w ater in this State was, in the speaker’s judg­ 
m ent, very absurd. 
T here w as no common 
sense m it, fi r the Court did not look at the 
actual facts iu the case. They w ent to Scotland 
tor th e facts on w hich the decision was based. 
IRRIGATION IN INDIA. 
In India, said Senator Stew art, during the 
past thirty years over SIOO.GOO.OOO have been ex­ 
pended in developing the irrigation system of 
the country. The report ro rrofte»*ur Davidson 
on this subject of irrigation in India was re­ 
ferred to m very com plim entary term s. There 
are to-day sim e 250,000,000 people in India 
In 
our country we have fullv 1,200,0»! square m iles 
of territory to be reeaim ed , a n d 'so m e dav a 
population o f 200,000 000 people m ay be easily 
supported here. 
T his region, il was said, ex­ 
tends from about 390 m iles east of the Kocliv 
M ountains to near the 99th m eridian

The history of Ceylon 
w here irrigation was successfully carried on for 
1,jO0 years; of British India, w here on 800 000 
acres some 250,000.0 0 of peonle have lived for 
thirty years, were considered excellent refuta­ 
tions of the assertion th at irrigated regions are 
necessarily unhealthful.

The vessel left the dock at Mission Rock be­ 
fore 8 o clock, it being the opinion th a t it would 
take som etim e to adjust her compasses, owing 
to the im m ense am ount of steel in her composi 
Uon and the pig-iron she carried to sink her 
deep enough in the water. W hen the Pomona, 
now in the Pacific Coast Steam ship Com pany's 
line, was tried it took four days to get h er com­ 
passes in working order, and it w as thought 
that it would take at. least one day to do the 
sam e for the Charleston. 
By 9 o clock the w harves along the citv front 
began to receive th eir quota of spectators desir­ 
ous of seeing the vessel before she proceeded 
outside, and up to 12 o’clock persons arrived at 
the dock for the sam e purpose.

N e w Y o r k . May 7th.—The Senate Committee 
investigating the working of the interstate com ­ 
m erce law resum ed th eir labors this m orning 
Chauncey M. Depew, of the New Y'ork Ceil ral 
was the first witness. He gave his Opinion on 
the working of the interstate law. aud to the 
question as to w hat am endm ent he could sug­ 
gest to protect the Am erican roads, said : “ The 
roads doing business in this country, w hether 
M exican or Canadian, should be m ade to com­ 
ply w ith the sam e conditions of law as the 
A m erican roads do. At present it was verv easv 
for the Canadian roads to get large quantities of 
freight by m eans of rebates. ’ 
Rebating be 
considered a good thing, and should have been 
perm itted. The tendency of all roads is to 
lower freight rates, and no am ount of pooling 
could affect this tendency. The interstate com­ 
m erce bill, by m aking roads publish th eir rates 
had given the stronger roads more business and 
taken It aw ay Irom the w eaker roads propor­ 
tionately. The inters'ate law will never l*e ef­ 
fective nor operative until, in some form or 
other, you have legalized pooling. 
8’euator l’latt—Don't you think it would have 
been better if goods destined to points w ithin 
the I nited States borders had never been al­ 
lowed to go through Canada ? 
Depew—If you go back to that, yes. 
But the 
thing is now an existing fact. 
’ 
During the discussion on the m erits of "pool­ 
ing.” Senator H arris asked w hether the 8500,900 
testified by President King as the annual share 
of the Erie road, was not w rung irom the pock­ 
ets o f shippers. 
"I do not understand it th at w ay,” replied 
Depew. 
"T he Erie could not get the rates our 
read could, for instance, aud therefore it was a 
question w hether we should pav it a satisfac­ 
tory am ount to m aintain the ratcsor he plunged 
into a ruinous rate w ar.” 
Mr. Depew was followed by General Manager 
Joseph H ixon.of the Grand Trunk. 
Mr. Hixon 
described the road and its term inals, and after 
some questioning finally acknowledged that the 
Grand T runk jiractlcally controlled the rates 
between Chicago and Portland 
T heir busi­ 
ness in the United States, witness said, was car­ 
ried on iu accordance w ith the spirit of tne in­ 
terstate law. and they m ade no increase iu local 
rates to recoup on possible losses on longer 
hauls.

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SUNDAY AND SUNDAY NEWSPAPEBS. 


The Woodland Democrat quotes in full an 
editorial note of the R e c o r d -U n io n , con­ 
cerning the manifest antagonism of public 
sentiment to the Sunday hoodlum picnic, 
and the growing disposition to secure for 
the one day in seven more of consideration 
as a day when boisterous amusements, 
carousal and rowdyism ought to cease. 
In 
that article we also said that the sentiment 
referred to was ndt opposed to rational use 
of the day as good taste, the demand for 
change, and the necessities of rest and re­ 
cuperation require, even when these are 
manifest by indulgence 
in 
reasonable 
amusements. 
Upon such expression our 
contemporary thus comments: 
T he above is from th e R k<jori>Union, and 
rig h t beside this iriendly sym pathy w ith th e 
sentim ent against Sabbath desecration is a blaz­ 
in g advertisem ent stating th at the Ke io r i>- 
Un io n, in order to be 
abreast w ith the tim es,” 
will issue a regular Sunday edition. This Is not 
a youthful ebulition. but the determ ination of a 
respectable, staid , elderly journal. How does it 
seem as to consistency ? 
We are amazed that so old a journalist 
as the editor and proprietor of the Demo­ 


crat should have committed himself to the 
confession of suclt rank ignorance. 
The 
intelligence bounded by 
a comprehen­ 
sion that 
cannot distinguish 
between 
rowdy picnics, boisterous amusements and 
drunken routs, and the sober and educat­ 
ing vocation of issuing a clean newspaper 
for reading by the people on Sunday, or 
any other day, is really unworthy of con­ 
sideration. 
But since our contemporarv 
asks how the expression quoted from the 
R ecord-U nion, and its announcement of 
the Sunday I niox can be reconciled, we 
are disposed to reply, since it will reach a 
few other hide-bound people who strain at 
a gnat and swallow a camel in disapprov­ 
ing of a newspaper that is compiled, origi­ 
nated, composed and made ready for the 
press on Saturday, but who do not even 
entertain the suggestion of gagging over a 
newspaper that is the product of Sunday 
work entirely, in order that the editor of 
the Democrat, in common with the rest of 
the community, may enjoy coffee and the 
record of the news of the world on Mon­ 
day morning. There is no question of con­ 
sistency involved in the case of the Kec- 
ord-U nion ; 
it has published a Monday 
edition, the product of Sunday labor, for 
more than a third of a century. That it 
now pioposes to publish a newspaper dated 
on Sunday, but the product of Saturday 
labor, in no wise changes its relation to 
the public or to the Sunday question, and 
the decent olwervance of that day.

We have no pa­ 
tience with the bigotry and short-sighted­ 
ness that cxclaixis against the clean, help­ 
ful and knowledge-disseminating newspaper 
dated on Sunday, but that has a stomach 
for the all-around newspaper that is wholly 
worked up on Sunday and simply dated on 
Monday. The K ecord-U niox yields to 
none in its regard for the sentiments of the

columns to afford its priest and apostles 
a wider hearing than their pulpit insures- 
and has labored on Sunday to that end. It 
has not come to our knowledge that any 
of these worthy jieople whose profession, 
like that of the journalist, is the better­ 
ment of mankind, have ever objected to 
the industry of the press that makes the 
newspaper a vehicle for carrying to the 
world the voice of the pulpit, even though 
that industry involves labor on Sunday. 
The S u n d a y U n io n will be as clean a 
newspaj>er as the family of seif-respect and 
Christian convictions can ask for. 
It will 
be an influence for great good to all, and 
especially to those who, disposed to attend- 
remain away from the class of Sunday ex­ 
cursions referred to in the outset, and de­ 
vote their hours of rest to its perusal. The 
daily newspajier is as essential to a well- 
informed life in this dav and generation as 
the Sunday breakfast or the Sunday ser­ 
mon, and that the R e c o r d - U n io n did not 
long ago roqiond to this necessity is its 
present regret. 
If any people, saints and 
sinners alike, cease to read such Sunday 
ncwspajiers as the S u n d a y U n io n will lie, 
they, and not the newspapers, will be the 
losers.

“ Confirmation has been given from the 
company’s headquarters of the report lliat 
the Rideout line, from Marysville, is being 
negotiated for, with exeelLnt indications 
of a favorable result. It was down by this 
road that Butte county residents have' long 
predicted the coming overland road was to 
reach the Sacramento valley. 
Its com­ 
pleted line extends from the Sacramento 
river at Nelson's Point, Sutter county, to 
Oroville on the Feather river. Oroville is 
touched by nearly all the surveys that have 
been made from the East by'wav cf the 
Beckwcnh pass and the middle and south 
lorks of the Feather river. 
It is under­ 
stood that the Southern Pacific people have 
for some tim e been desirous of getting the 
line to add to their northern system, but 
Mr. Rideout and his associates liavevalued 
the property at a figure too high to meet 
the Southern Pacific v í p w s of a profitable 
nurchase. The m atter is yet pending, but

This ruling w ill be a great relief to tim ber 
culture settlers, and m ake it m uch easier to ac­ 
quire land under this Act, as all growing trees 
are to be counted in consideration of the entry 
m an's com pliance w ith th e law , w hether he 
planted them or not.

Some days ago articles of incorporation 
were filed with the Secretary of State of the 
South Eureka Mining Company of Amador 
county. The mine is located a short dis­ 
tance southeast of the town of Sutter Creek 
on the famous mother lode.

The Directors are I. X. Temple­ 
ton, U. J. Hussey, J. F. Parks, Jackson 
Dennis and J. L. Mayon. These are all 
well known mining men of good standing 
in Amador county, and their connection 
with the management is a guarantee of the 
good faith of the enterprise. 
The K k c o b d -U k io k had a representative 
write up the Amador mines, from a per­ 
sonal inspection, about a year ago, and that 
section undoubtedly contains more paying 
mines and a larger amount of rich and un­ 
developed mining ground than any other 
in the Slate.

SUPERVISORS WRESTLING WITH 
LEGAL PROBLEMS. 


The Q nestfon o f Licensing; D ives— 
R ew ards 
for 
Inform ation 
A gainst Hy(Irantickers. 


The Supervisors met yesterday pursuant 
to adjournment, a full Board being pres­ 
ent. 
A communication irom Eugene Gregory, 
Mayor of Sacramento, requesting the 
Board to give restrictive power to the issu­ 
ance of saloon licenses to the Chief of 
Police of Sacramento City, with a view to 
the suppression of dives and disreputable 
places, was read and the Chairman author­ 
ized to act in tbe matter in conjunction 
with the Mayor of the city. 
Deputy District Attorney Brown, who 
was present on other business, informed 
the Board that in his opinion they had 
nothing to do in the matter. Before a per­ 
son could conduct a business in thiscitv he 
must first procure a city and also a county 
license. Either one alone would be insuffi­ 
cient. Therefore, if tbe city authorities 
should see fit, in any case" to refuse a 
license, the party could not pursue his busi­ 
ness. All the Supervisors had to do in the 
matter was to keep their hands off and 
allow the city officers to do as they deemed 
proper or necessary. 
A petition was received from William 
Curtis and others to establish the width of 
the lower Stockton road from Benson’s 
Ferry to Sacramento City at 60 feet. Placed 
on file. 
The Board granted the petition of Jarvis 
Kathau and others to have the boundaries 
of Brown School District enlarged. 
The petition of William Wilgate and 
others for the reorganization of the Carsou 
School District was granted, in accordance 
with the recommendation of the County 
School Superintendent. 
On motion of Greer the Clerk was in­ 
structed to advertise for bids for furnishing 
stationery to the county for one year from 
June 1 ,1889, bids to be opened on the first 
day of the session of the Board in June.

A la rm S u p erin ten d en t. 
A special meeting of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners was held last evening for 
the particular purpose of considering the 
matter of letting a contract for the painting 
of three fire engines belonging to the de­ 
partment. Commissioners Slater, Weil and 
Comstock were all present. 
Commissioner Weil moved that the bid 
of McClellan A Baird ($45 per engine), be­ 
ing the lowest offered, be accepted on con­ 
dition that one engine be painted and if 
the work be satisfactory then tbe others to 
be painted by them at the same price. 
Superintendent Fisk of the Fire Alarm 
system wa3 allowed to use a forty-foot pole 
belonging to the department for his own 
use on condition that it be replaced by one 
of like quality when desired. 
A discussion then ensiled over the matter 
of the recent trouble with the fire alarm 
telegraph system. 
Superintendent Fisk 
made a statement before the Commission­ 
ers in which he declared that the trouble 
was caused by other parties constructing 
wires in too close proximity to those of the 
department and also by the trees having 
heavy foliage, which, under the action of 
high winds, caused other wires to touch 
those of the fire alarm. He claimed that 
heavy wind-storms coming at a season 
when the trees are in full foliage is sure to 
cause trouble of this character. 
There was considerable discussion over 
the matter, during which statements were 
made by Chief Engineer O'Meara and As 
sistant Guthrie relative to the bad condi 
tion of the wires on Monday. 
The Commissioners expresssd themselves 
as quite dissatisfied with the condition and 
management of the fire-alarm system, and 
admonished Superintendent Fisk that he 
must pay closer attention to the wires. 
They said they were weary of hearing com­ 
plaints, and that the system must in future 
be better managed. 
On being asked if the wires were now all 
right, the Superintendent said : 
“ Yes, 
Ibev're all right until another gale comes 
up.”

P la c er Blinera S au l to b e A nnoyed 
R ew ard -Seek er*. 
It is sa:d that certain parties have been 
annoying and intimidating persons mining 
in a small way along the American river, 
in the vicinity of Folsom, by threatening 
them with prosecution for their alleged 
disregard of the orders of the Federal 
Courts prohibiting hydraulic mining on 
that river. The fact is. these miners are 
not hydraulickers, but placer miners, and 
the county authorities do not propose to 
prosecute them, even though they should 
occasionally turn a small stream upon a 
little bank of earth. It is not this class of 
mining—practiced as it is npon a small 
scale—tbat injures the river to any extent, 
and so long as it is not carried too far the 
Folsom miners need have no fear of being 
molested. 
The men who have had their eyes on 
these few placer miners, in the hope of se­ 
curing rewards by causing their arrest, are 
men who have uot tbe pluck to go into the 
mountains and watch the Chinese and 
other hydraulickers that are operating on 
a large scale in defiance of law. They need 
not depend upon receiving any rewards for 
annoying the Folsom placer miners, as the 
Supervisors declare that none such will be 
paid by tbe county.
